Strawberry 
Fest, Sumpter 
Fest canceled

In the last few weeks, residents of the tri- 
community learned two big festivals of the 
year have been canceled for this May and 
June because of COVID-19. 

At the March 24 Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees’ meeting, Trustee Don 
Swinson, the board liaison to the Parks and 
Recreation Commission, announced the 
commission decided to have no Sumpter 
Country Festival this year. 

The festival, which was scheduled for 
Memorial Day week end, May 23-25, 
would have honored the 180" anniversary 
of Sumpter becoming a township. Trustee 
Swinson said they would celebrate the 
181“ anniversary in 2021. 

“It’s sad ... It’s a shame ... but I’d rather 
be safe than sorry,” Swinson said. 

Then, on April 1, Belleville’s Interim 
City Manager Tracey Schultz Kobylarz, 
sent out a letter to the Strawberry Festival 
Committee and others stating that through 
the emergency management powers 
bestowed upon her by the city council, she 
was canceling the city’s participation and 
withdrawing all approvals of associated 
activities of the National Strawberry 
Festival this year. 

She said this was due to the on-going 
COVID-19 crisis and the city must do 
everything in its power to ensure the health 
and safety of city residents, city staff, and 
businesses. 

The Strawberry Festival is held on 
Father’s Day week end each year and this 
year was scheduled for June 19, 20, and 21. 

At the Feb. 18 meeting of the city council, 
before there was any consideration of 
COVID-19, there was a lengthy discussion 
on whether the festival should be canceled

The COVID-19 numbers from the Wayne County Health Department for this area started with just “Belleville” rates and last Thursday 
started breaking them into Belleville, Van Buren Township, and Sumpter Township. The number designated Belleville has consistently 
been the highest and rising. VBT stayed at 48 for Monday and Tuesday, with no deaths, and Sumpter has remained at nine since last 
Friday, with no deaths. Many people believe the total for 48111, as shown above, is the most accurate for the situation in the tri- 
community, since what’s on a driver’s license may or may not be the most accurate designation of residence. 


VBT receives $20,000 from United Way 


On Saturday, Van Buren Township 
received $20,000 from the United Way for 
Southeastern Michigan as part of a COVID 
Emergency Response Grant. 

This grant ensures the supply and 
distribution of nutritional food, with 
$15,000 allocated to feed senior citizens in 
the township and $5,000 donated to local 
food banks. 

VBT Trustee Reggie Miller submitted 
the grant, stating, “In Southeastern 
Michigan, 44% of families struggle to 
afford their basic needs. With COVID-19 
in our communities, these families are 
particularly vulnerable, especially our 
senior population who are homebound and 
continue to be at higher risk when going 
into the stores.” 

Funding from the grant will provide 
healthy food options, fresh produce, liquid 
nutrition and toiletry items to over 150 
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vulnerable households in the township. 

“We’re purchasing the food from local 
businesses and throwing in a few fun 
things in hopes of bringing smiles during 
these hard times,” said VBT Senior Center 
Director Lynette Jordan. 

“I’m so thankful we can do something 
positive for those in need.” 

Deliveries are scheduled to start on 
Thursday, April 9, via the decorated Senior 
Center bus with help from the Parks and 
Recreation Department. 

“The township board of trustees has 
made it clear that they will work to feed 
our homebound seniors during this crisis,” 
said VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

“Thank you, United Way for Southeastern 
Michigan, for offering this resource to 
local governments,” he said.

Parrott’s domestic violence charge 
pretrial adjourned until May 1

As one of the corona virus adjournments 
at 35 District Court in Plymouth, the 
pretrial for a domestic 
violence charge against 
David Mark Parrott, 59, 
of Van Buren Township 
that was scheduled for 
March 20 has been 
adjourned until 8:30 
a.m., May 1. 

Parrott, who is a 
sitting judge at 34* 
District Court in 
Romulus, had been 
before Judge James A. 
Plakas in Plymouth on Feb. 28 for his pre- 
trial, but that was adjourned until March 20 
for a substitution of attorney. 

Attorney Robert Coutts of Van Buren 
Township represented Parrott on Feb. 28 
on the 93-day misdemeanor charge. 

On March 17, Heather KS Nalley of the 
Howell law firm of Gentry Nalley, filed as 
Parrott’s new attorney and on March 18, 
the court removed from the calendar the 
March 20 appearance and rescheduled it 
for May 1. 

Parrott has been charged with assaulting 
his live-in girlfriend on Feb. 8 at his Van 
Buren Township condo. 

Parrott also had a misdemeanor drunk 
driving charge in Manistee County on 
Christmas Day 2018 and that conviction 
has been appealed to the Michigan Court 
of Appeals, with a decision pending. His 
attorney on that case is Mike Nichols of 
Lansing.

As part of the bond for both the 
Manistee and the Van Buren Township 
charges, Parrott has been ordered to wear 
Soberlink, a tether that reports any alcohol 
consumption four times a day to probation 
officers in both the Manistee and Wayne 
county courts. 

In a Feb. 12 letter to 34th District Court 
Chief Judge Brian A. Oakley, Judge Parrott 
submitted his plans to step back from the 
bench temporarily. 

“Regardless of the merits of both of these 
matters, the mere fact that the allegations 
were made, warrants a searching evaluation 
of my relations, as well as my physical, 
emotional and mental state,” he wrote. 

Parrott said he was “deeply disappointed” 
in himself “for being in the position of 
even responding to these embarrassing 
situations.” 

He said while his time away from the 
court “may be indeterminate at this time,” 
he hoped to be able to return to the bench 
in 45-60 days. 

In the meantime, retired Monroe County 
District Judge Terrance Bronson is filling 
in for Parrott at the court. 

Parrott, who is completing his 12" year 
on the bench, has filed for reelection as 
district court judge. Those who announced 
they also are running for that six-year 
position are Romulus attorney Alexandria 
Taylor, VBT attorney Robert Coutts, and 
former 34 District Court Magistrate Lisa 
Martin, also of VBT. 

Candidates seeking a district court 
judgeship have until 4 p.m., April 21, to 
file.

This week expected 
to be worst in local 
COVID-19 cases 


New COVID-19 cases this week are 
expected to be the highest so far in 
Southeastern Michigan, according to 
medical experts working with White House 
leaders. And, then there will be two weeks’ 
more of deaths from those new cases, they 
say. Then, it could be the light at the end of 
the tunnel. Or, not. 

In a White House update on the situation, 
Dr. Deborah Brix said this week people 
should not even go out for prescriptions or 
groceries but stay home to keep the new 
cases down. She said the same warning is 
needed for all of the country, although some 
areas are a few weeks behind when the 
cases started in Michigan. Doctors depend 
on models developed from Spain and Italy 
cases for the expected timing here. 

And, the Center for Disease Control (CDC) 
recommends people wear cloth masks if 
they go out to keep them from giving or 
getting the virus. These should not be the 
N-95 masks the health-care workers need, 
but scarfs or home-made coverings for the 
nose and mouth. 

This COVID-19 has no vaccine, no cure, 
and it is extremely contagious. Some get 
it and don’t even know it. Others recover 
without a problem and some don’t recover. 
We have to use our very best ideas to stay 
safe. 

A young Farmington couple said it tried to 
keep the virus out of their home, which held 
two small babies, and even put all the mail 
and delivered packages in the garage. One 
baby got it anyway. He’s recovering.

After all the stories I’ve told in this 
column about scams, I almost got taken 
myself.

Buren Township. It will be closed until at 
least next Monday because of COVID-19.

You are likely to see the decorated bus in 
your neighborhood today. 


It surprises me how many fire calls I 
hear on the dispatch scanner that announce 
everyone in the household has tested 
positive for COVID-19. The police and 
fire first responders are using great caution 
in approaching these residences to avoid 
infection. Huron Valley Ambulance 
personnel take the patient away to the 
hospital. 

From the first responders in our 
communities to the HVA crew and then the 
health-care workers at the various hospitals, 
each call is an exercise in bravery for all 
concerned and we all appreciate it. 

We’ve seen several trees with white 
ribbons on them supporting health-care 
workers. This is the Henry Ford Health 
System’s White Ribbon Campaign to let 
health-care workers know that we have 


their backs. 

Belleville City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz said there will be great ribbon- 
cutting when the battle against COVID-19 
is won.

Then, there’s the reports 
from the governor and the mayor of Detroit, 
which are important, too. 

I really liked the Detroit News’ front pages 
from 2018 that they published on-line on 
Sunday. It showed how the stories about 
that pandemic grew, as the virus spread, 
from a small story at the bottom of the page 
to larger and more prominent stories. One 
picture showed a black bear at the Detroit 
Zoo that died from the virus.

Sooner or later 
we will need to have a meeting, but at this 
time we would need to open the doors to 
the public. We don’t have the technical 
ability to do on-line public comment. So, 
I believe the best move is to put this off as 
long as we can. This is to ensure the health 
of the public, the Van Buren Township 
workers and the board.

I found 
that many painters and contractors didn’t 
realize what they had put away in their 
shops and they often found these items 
when reminded. 

I have switched my efforts to forming 
a group of seamstresses and support 
people to make masks, headbands and 
headscarves. Our Facebook group is called 
Sewing Rosies and right now we have five 
“sewists” and a dozen others donating 
fabric and materials and sewing buttons on 
headbands. The buttons on the sides of the 
head bands allow the masks to remain in 
place on their faces without the irritation 
and pressure on their ears. The nurses love 
this! 

I am reaching out to you to see if you 
can give me a contact person for the 
quilting club I have seen articles on in the 
Independent. I am hoping I can recruit 
some more seamstresses to help with these 
efforts. 

If you want to do a “Calling All 
Seamstresses” and direct them to our 
group that would be great as well! We can 
share patterns and materials to kick up 
production and get these valuable items to 
our fighting nurses, just like the Rosies did 
in WW2! 

Another thing you can mention if you’d 
like: We saw on Facebook a story about 
a young man using a 3D printer to make 
adjustable plastic straps which take the 
pressure off the ears of those wearing masks 
constantly. 

These printers have been popular gifts 
for kids over the past couple of years and 
I would love to enlist their help making 
these! 

Ihave one young man with 3D printer who 
has joined our team and he can produce 18 
per hour. I have the programming plans I 
can provide to any who can help.
